With the arrival of Fali, 
Walter C. Head, Jr. Director 
of Alabama’s Department of 
Veterans’ Affairs, has pointed 
out that hundreds of children, 
wives and unremarried widows 
of certain disabled and deceased 
veferans are now enrolled in 
colieges, universities andtrade 
schools in Alabama. 

“Many”, remarked Head, 
“are entitled to educational 
benefits based uponthe wartime 
military service of their parent 
or husband under what’s com- 
monly referred to as the ‘Ala- 
bama GI Bill’, provided cer- 
tain disability, death and resi- 
dence requirements are met.” 

The Director stated that tu- 
ition and instructional fees in 
all state-supported institutions 
of higher learning and state 
trade schools are waived for 
the child, wife or unremarried 
widow of such disabled or de- 
ceased veterans who had war- 
time service in World War 
One, World War Two, the 
Korean Conflict or the Vietnam 
Era, or who had extra-hazard- 
ous service during certain 
peacetime periods, or is listed 
as missing in action; or as a 
prisoner of war while serving 
as a member of the armed 
forces in the Vietnam War per- 
iod. 

Head cautioned that the 
application for'a CHILD must 
be filed prior to reaching AGE 
23 and under no circumstances 
can benefits be continued after 
age 30. 

The Alabama GI Bill is ad- 
ministered by the Alabama De- 
partment of Veterans’ Affairs.

Ft. Rucker To Get More Training 


The Department of Army 
has approved the further con- 
solidation of Army aviation 
training at the Ft. Stewart- 
Hunter complex with the Army 
Aviation School located at Ft. 
Rucker, Ala. This is in line 
with an over-all decrease in 
Army aviation training require- 
ments, mainly due to the phase 
down in Vietnam. 


Hunter-Stewart had seen its 
pilot training requirements go 
from a peak of 5,400 aviation 
graduates in 1968-1969 down 
to a program of 400 graduates 
for the Fiscal Year 1973 which 
began July 1. 

Training programs to be 
consolidated at Ft. Rucker 


include the fixed wing course 
at Ft. Stewart and the rotary 
wing course at Hunter. The 
rotary wing course was divid- 
ed into two classes, the AH-1G 
“Cobra” and the UH-1 “Huey”. 


The AH-1G_ Cobra gunship 
course will not be included in 
the consolidation, but will con- 
tinue its training at the Hunter- 
Stewart complex with over 250 
aviators programmed to grad- 
uate this year. American stu- 
dents were trained in the Huey 
until June 1970 when the Viet- 
nhamese program started. The 
Vietnam program saw 56 
graduate in 1970, 960 in 1971 
and 400 in 1972 for a total 
of 1,416 Vietnamese graduates. 


Besides the phase down in 
the student load, Hunter-Ste- 
wart had seen its aircraft in- 
ventory reduced from over 
500 helicopters in 1968-1969 
to less than 50 at present. 


This July the Department 
of Army renamed Hunter-Ste- 
wart complex United States 
ary Garrison, Ft. Stewart, 

, thus leading the way for the 
incatn of the Aviation School 
Element. 


Authorities at Hunter-Ste- 
wart indicated approximately 
118 civilian spaces would be 
eliminated there, but that a 
large number of the people 
involved would be absorbed at 
that installation. 


All employees involved in 
the consolidation will be given 
the opportunity to transfer to 
positions with the United States 
Army Aviation School at Ft. 
Rucker. Every effort will be 
made to place employees who 
decline the offer in existing 
positions at Ft. Stewart or 
Hunter Army Airfield. Along 
with this assistance all De- 
partment of Defense and fed- 
eral programs will be used to 
secure federal employment for 
those for whom suitable jobs 
can not be found 

The over-all effect on per- 
sonnel strengths at Ft. Rucker 
will be minimal with most sup- 
post requirements absorbed by 
existing facilities and agencies.

Attack On Sports Magazine 


_ Recently Field and Stream, 
a? sports publication popular 
with hunters, fishermen and 
others who love the outdoors, 
published a “rating of members 
of Congress.” Members were 
“rated” by their votes on 12 
issues. Included in the 12 votes 
used for the rating were Family 
Planning Services & Research 
Act, and District of Colombia 
Metro System, among others. 
At the sametime, this so-called 
rating left out such vital issues 
which I supported as legislation 
prohibiting the shooting of 
eagles and game from helicop- 
ters, a bill to regulate killing 
marine mammals, the Noise 
Control Act, Federal Animal 
Damage Control Act, and many 
others which vitally affect the 
environment. 

I’d_ like to give you several 
examples of the “issues” that 
members of Congress were 
“rated” on. 

| Family Planning Services 
and Research Act. This bill 
expands the family planning 
services and population re- 
search activities of the Federal 
Government. I believe this 
is an area which should remain 
outside the realm of the govern- 
ment. Furthermore, I do not 
believe this is a valid piece 
of legislation to be included 
in an ecology survey. 

Amendment to delete funds 
for SST prototype. It has not 
been proved to the satisfaction 
of many experts that the SST 
is a threat to the environment. 
If the prototype were built, we 
would have a better idea of 
its effects on the environment, 
and I believe the SST would 
do much for the country econo- 
mically. 

Stream Channelization. Al- 
though I believe we should 
maintain our creeks and 
streams as much as possible

Public Notices Rooted 
Deep In Antiquity © 


(Editors Note: Public No- 
tices, the means by which 
governmental officials give cit- 
izens an accounting of their 
stewardship in office, have a 
history almost as colorful as 
newspapering itself. This is 
the first of three articles in 
which the origins and signi- 
ficance of one of our nation’s 
most valuable traditions is re- 
viewed.) 

They constitute the most 
distinctive section of nearly 
every daily and weekly news- 
paper published in Alabama, 

Most of the time they are 
all printed together, but on 
occasion they may be broken and 
scattered, 

At first, they appear hardto 
read and there is sometimes a 
tendency to pass on to some- 
thing else 

But, as the eye travels down 
into them they become more 
interesting. There’s word about 
an upcoming election, There's 
an invitation to contractors to 
bid on a new section of high- 
way. There's a list of people 
who are qualified to vote in 
the next election. 

What are They? 

Public notices. 

There really is no easy way 
to describe what public notices 
are or what they are expected 
to accomplish, 

The simplest way to define 
them, though, is to say that 
they are paid advertisements 
required by state law to keep 
citizens informed of govern- 
ment activity. While that neatly 
capsules and categorizes public 
notices, it does not fully explain 
the significance or the his- 


torical perspective of public no-* 


toces, 

Actually the practice of 
using public notices to inform 
people is rooted deep in anti- 
quity. 

So long as there has been 
a society of human beings, there 
have been public notices. The 
Bible itself tells one of the 
most beautiful stories about the 
use of public notices. 

Remember this great pass- 
age? 

“And it came to pass in those 
day, that there went out a de- 
cree from Caesar Augustus, 
that all the world should be 
taxed, ‘ 

“And all went to be taxed, 
everyone into his own city. 

“And Joseph also went up 
from Galilee, out of the city 
of Nazareth, into Judaea, unto 
the city of David, whichis called 
Bethlehem; (because he was of 
the house and lineage of David:) 

“To be taxed with Mary 
his espoused wife, being great 
with child.” 

Yes. Orders such as the 
ones Joseph heeded are ex- 
amples of the same type pub- 
lic notices being published to- 
day. 

Really, though, public no- 
tices began long before Joseph 
and Mary went upto Bethlehem. 

In the society of ancient 
Greece, for example, public no- 
tices were disseminated in the 
Agora. 

The Agora was aplaceinthe 
center of each city and it was 
there that public pronounce- 


ments were brought to the atten- 
tion of the populace, 

The Roman Forum served 
much the samé.purpose, Fur- 
ther, all over the civilized world 
it was a common thing for no- 
tices to be shouted or posted 

Yet, at best, these means of 
providing publi¢. notice were 
poor substitutes’ indeed for 
keeping people fully informed, 

There had tobea better way. 

One came with the advent of 
printing. 

With Gutenburg’s invention; 
for the first time, there came 
a completely Satisfactory 
means of letting people know, 
accurately and expeditiously, 
what was happening in their 
government and intheir church 

Printed public notices were 
born and with them began the 
magnificent heritage of those 
same types of advertisements 
which are seen intoday’s news- 
papers--advertisements which 
help preserve the democracy 
and keep our system of gov- 
ernment operating.

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A Visit To Alabama Military Bases 


The Congressional recesses 
in July and August gave me the 
opportunity to fullfill a long- 
time desire to concentrate on 
visiting every military and 
Space installation in Alabama, 
and I want to make a status 
report on these facilities which 
have an important bearing on 
the economy of our state and 
upon the security of our Nation 
More than 30,000 Alabamians 
work in civil service, as con- 
tractor employees and in other 
capacities on the nine military 
and space installations in our 
State, In addition, almost 
20,000 servicemen and service- 
women are assigned to these 
Alabama facilities. Wages, sal- 
aries and purchases of services 
and goods by these nine instal- 
lations pump more than $1 bil- 
lion directly into Alabama's 
economic life stream. 

On the overall, Alabama is 
fortunate in the stability of 
its Federal installations. Ex- 
pansion of training programs is 
planned for Fort Rucker,Gunter 
Air Force Base and the WAC 
Training Command at Fort Mc- 
Clellan. Stability appears to 
be the order of the day for 
facilities at Maxwell Air Force 
Base, Craig Air Force Base, 
Redstone Arsenal, and there is 
a good possibility for additional 
growth of operations at the 
Anniston Army Depot. 

lam keeping alert to prob- 
lems that keep popping up in 
Space and missile defense agen- 
cies in Huntsville. Problems 
facing the Safeguard System 
Command are the result of the 
ABM treaty with Russia--a 
treaty, incidentally, which I op- 
posed on grounds of National 
security Theproblems at Mar- 
Shall Space Flight Center stem 
from Administration orders to 
cut back spending there in order 
to give it additional funds to 
spend elsewhere, a move which 
I have vigorously opposed, 

While economic factors are 
of great concernto Alabamians, 
these bases are of utmost im- 
importance to the overall de- 
fense posture of the United 
States, and I am greatly en- 
couraged by what I found dur- 
ing my visits. 

I was particularly im- 
pressed by the high morals of 
the men and women working 
at these Alabama bases, includ- 
ing both those in uniform and 
the civilians, and I left each of 
these bases with renewed 
respect for the dedication of 
these men and women, and with 
Satisfaction that our country’s

security is in good hands. 

I feel that one of the most 
important factors which make 
these Alabama bases function 
so well is the spirit of mutual 
cooperation and respect which 
exists between the installations 
and the communities surround- 
ing them, At every single base, 
1 saw evidence of how well 
these fine relationships have 
helped the military do a better 
job. Many servicemen and 
women from other states volun- 
teered to me that they were 
planning to retire in Alabama 
because they found our people 
so friendly and helpful; that 
the economic future of Alabama 
was so bright; that recreational 
and cultural opportunities were 
either at hand or in the plan- 
ning stage; and that no matter 
where they went in Alabama, 
they were made to feel at home. 
This, to me, is one of the 


most refreshing results of my

at the Department of Defense 
and in the United States Senate. 
1 feel that my goals were 
reached in every way. 

The knowledge which I ob- 
tained from these visits makes 
me more determined than ever 
to stand fast in my dedication 
to maintain the strong defen 
Sive posture of our countrys 
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ment of livestock being trans- 
ported by truck. 

On top of all this, the peo- 
ple who were the biggest spend- 
ers in Congress got the highest 
marks. For the most part, 
these are the same ones that 
strongly advocate gun control-- 
a subject that drives most rea- 
ders of Field and Stream up 
the wall!

ASCS Voting List 
Now Being Compiled 


A list of eligible voters 
for Coffee County Agricultu- 
ral Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion (ASC) community commit- 
tee elections is now being com- 
piled at the ASCS office. 

Producers may check at the 
local ASCS office to make sure 
that they are listed to receive 
ballots in the mail elections 
to be held later this year. 

Producers and the general 
public may inspect the list from 
now until December 1, 1972, 
at the Coffee County ASCS office 
in the Municipal Building, New 
Brockton, Alabama. 

Voter eligibility for ASC 
committeemen elections is non- 
discriminatory and is applic- 
able without regard to race, 
creed, color, sex or national 
origin. 

A farmer who is eligible 
to participate in any ASCS pro- 


gram is eligible to vote in 
ASC elections. This includes 
not only producers of legal 


voting age who own, rent, or 
sharecrop a farm, but also 
minors who supervise and con- 
duct farming operations on an 
entire farm. Spouses of elig- 
ible voters can participate in 
ASCS elections if they are joint 
owners or joint tenants of the 
farm 

In addition to these voters, 
any legal partnership, such as 


association, estates, trusts, 
State or State agencies, may 
also receive a ballot. Each 


owner in a joint farm owner- 
Ship also has a vote. However, 
a producer may only vote in 
one community election in the 
county regardless of the number 
of farming interests he has in 
different communities

might get the following bright 
idea: take out insurance first, 
then have the operation, 

Obviously, the insurance com- 
panies would not like this sort 
of thing. To prevent it, health 
insurance policies often say you 
are not covered for a “pre-exist- 
ing” illness—that is, an illness you 
already had when you bought the 
insurance, 

But when does a disease really 
begin? Fixing a specific date is 
not always easy. In one sense, in 
terms of latent susceptibility, a 
disease may be traced all the way 
back to birth. As a poetic judge 
once put it: 

“The seeds of death are sown 
when the first breath of life is 
drawn.” 


But the law generally dates a 
disease from the time when “dis- 
coverable symptoms” first appear. 
Take the case of a woman who 
had a gall bladder operation. The 
insurance company refused to pay 
her expenses, because she had had 
occasional stomach pains before 
taking out the policy. 

“Those pains,” argued the com- 
pany in a court hearing, “mean 
she must have already had gall 
bladder trouble at that time, 
Therefore, it was ‘pre-existing’.” 

But the court disagreed and up- 
held the woman’s claim. The 
judge said mere pain was not a

Troopers Check 


Three Auto 
Accidents 


The Alabama State Troopers 
investigated 168 rural traffie 
accidents with 87 injuries and 
7 fatalities from 6:00 P.M.Fri- 
day through 12 Midnight Sun- 
day. These fatalities occurred 
1 each in Lee, Butler, Bul- 
lock, Dekalb, Walker, Calhoun 
and Monroe County, 

These accidents bring the 
number of people killed in rur- 
al traffic accidents in Alabama 
this year to 651 compared with 
595 killed during the same per- 
iod of time last year for an 
increase of 56 fatalities. 

Troopers of the Dothan Dis- 
trict investigated 12 accidents 
with 6 injuries and 1 fatali- 
ties during this weekend period.

ROTC Money 


Available To 
HS Graduates 


Male high school students 
who will graduate in 1973 and 
are interested in flying are 
eligible to apply for an Air 
Force ROTC four-year college 
scholarship. 

One thousand four-year col- 
lege scholarships are available 
for students who will enroll in 
the Air Force Reserve Officers 
Training Corps at one of the 
colleges and universities in the 
United States and Puerto Rico 
which offer the four-year pro- 
gram. 

The scholarships will be 
awarded to qualified students 
who agree to become Air Force 
pilots or navigators after col- 
lege graduation. 

Each scholarship pays full 
tuition, labcratory fees, and 
textbook reimbursement. In 
addition, each scholarship stu- 
dent receives a monthly non- 
taxable subsistence allowance 
of $100. 

All applicants for a schol- 
arship must qualify on the Air 
Force Officer Qualifying Test 
and on an Fir Force medical 
examination. A special com- 
mittee of Air Force officers 
will eyaluate all students who 
apply for a scholarship. They 
will consider the student’s sco- 
res on the American College 
Test or the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test, high school grades, extra- 
curricular activities and per- 
sonal references. 

Interested students must 
submit their applications post- 
marked no later than November 
15. Application forms and ad-

Kearns, Chairman, 
Export-Import Bank of the
